Garbage  truck  lurches, 
knocks  trailer  from  base

Breakfast  for  a  Provo  family  nearly 
turned  to  tragedy  Monday  morning 
when  a  city  garbage  truck  on  a  weekly 
neighborhood  pickup  lunged  forward, 
pushing  their  mobile  home  12  feet  off  its 
foundation. 

According  to  Provo  City  Fire  Batta¬ 
lion  Chief  Dave  Wheeler,  the  truck  also 
severed  Jordan  and  Tamara  Mulder’s 
gas  meter  and  sent  natural  gas  spewing 
into  the  air. 

Four  trapped 

“The  potential  for  disaster  was  great,  ” 
Wheeter  said,  “When  we  arrived,  four 
people  in  the  trailer  were  trapped.  The 
collision  damaged  the  trailer  so  the  door 
wouldn’t  open.”  Had  the  gas  ignited,  a 
fireball  would  have  consumed  the  trailer 


and  the  truck.” 

Wheeler  said  the  Provo  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  received  a  call  at  7:15  a.  m.  from  the 
police  department  reporting  a  traffic 
accident  involving  a  trailer  and  a  truck. 
“We  sent  a  paramedic  unit  initially. 
When  we  learned  of  the  mobile  home 
with  occupants  and  the  leaking  gas,  we 
sent  more  units.” 

Heavy  damage 

The  mobile  home  at  210  W.  1500 
South,  No.  106  was  heavily  damaged. 
An  adjacent  1983  automobile  was  also 
damaged  when  the  trailer  slid  into  it. 
Wheeler  estimates  damage  at  $8,000  to 
$10,000. 

“It  seems  the  workers  were  loading 
trash  into  the~truck.  As  they  went  to 
compress  it,  they  accelerated  the  engine 
to  run  the  compactor  from  a  handle  at 
the  rear  of  the  truck.  The  truck  jumped 


forward  into  the  trailer,”  Wheeler  said. 

The  accident  combs  at  a  time  when  the 
city  is  covered  by  only  minimal  liability 
insurance.  According  to  Provo  Mayor 
James  Ferguson,  Provo,  along  with 
many  other  Utah  cities,  has  not  been 
able  to  renew  umbrella  insurance  poli¬ 
cies.  “The  insurance  companies  have 
been  stung  by  some  big  losses,”  he  said. 
“They  are  not  issuing  new  policies  be¬ 
cause  of  mounting  losses  from  large  jury 
settlements.” 

“The  city  is  covered  by  a  $500,000  poli¬ 
cy  for  general  liability  and  $300,000  for 
vehicular  liability,”  he  said.  “We  have  a 
contingency  fund  to  pay  smaller  claims. 
We  settled  over  150  cases  concerning 
small  losses  totoitizens  last  year.  This 
accident  will  be  reviewed  by  our  risk 
management  committee.  If  the  city  is  at 
fault  we  will  settle  the  issue.”

The  JAL  plane  crashed  at  about  6:54 

Ii.m.  (5:54  a.m.  EDT),  on  the  north  side  of 
fount  Ogura,  a  6,929-foot  peak  about  50 
idles  from  Yokota  and  70  miles  northwest 
|  f  Tokyo. 

Pilots  of  two  other  planes  in  the  area 


were  said  to  have  reported  seeing  a  plane 
in  flight  and  on  fire  before  the  crash. 

A  Japan  Air  Self-Defense  Force  helicop¬ 
ter  reported  spotting  the  burning  wreck¬ 
age  on  a  mountainside.  The  site  is  in  a 
remote  area  in  a  range  known  as  the  Japan 
Alps,  accessible  only  on  foot. 

Geoffrey  Tudor,  a  Japan  Air  Lines 
spokesman,  said  JAL  flight  123  left 
Tokyo’s  Haneda  Airport  bound  for  Osaka, 
carrying  509  passengers,  including  12  in¬ 
fants,  and  a  crew  of  15. 

The  JAL  flight  took  off  from  Haneda  at 
6:12  p.m.  It  had  been  scheduled  to  leave  at 
6  p.m.  and  to  arrive  at  Osaka,  less  than  250 
miles  away,  at  7  p.m. 

Tudor  said  that  at  6:36  p.m.,  the  plane 
reported:  “Rear  5  door  broken,  making 
emergency  descent.” 

Judging  from  the  communication,  he 
said,  “it  appears  the  aircraft  crew  had  dif¬ 
ficulty  controlling  the  aircraft.” 

Kyodo  News  Service  said  the  plane  in¬ 
formed  Tokyo  Air  Traffic  Control  Center 
at  6:29  p.m.  that  it  wanted  to  return,  and 


would  report  the  reason  later.  This  could 
not  immediately  be  confirmed. 

Seiichiro  Kondo,  a  spokesman  for  Naga¬ 
no  prefectural  (state)  police,  said  260  offic¬ 
ers,  volunteers  and  Self-Defense  Force 
personnel  were  searching  for  the  missing 
plane,  but  had  not  found  it  seven  hours 
after  the  crash. 

In  Tokyo,-  Air  Self-Defense  Force 
spokesman  said  the- helicopter  that  had 
spotted  the  wreckage  had  to  leave  because 
of  dense  fog  and  could  not  use  its  sear¬ 
chlight  to  guide  rescuers  to  the  site. 

A  Ground  Self-Defense  Force  official 
said  760  troops  had  been  rushed  to  the 
area,  but  still  faced  a  nine-mile  climb  to  the 
site,  about  5,000  feet  up  a  mountain. 

JAL  released  a  passenger  manifest 
which  included  21  non-Japanese  names, 
but  did  not  identify  the  passengers  by 
nationality.  Tudor  said  there  were  West¬ 
ern  names  on  the  list. 

JAL  said  the  plane  was  a  747SR,  a 
Boeing  model  configured  for  large  passen¬ 
ger  loads  on  relatively  short  flights. 


Union  Carbide 
defends  system, 
admits  to  delay 


INSTITUTE,  W.Va.  (AP)  — Union  Carbide  de¬ 
fended  itself  Monday  against  criticism  of  its 
emergency  notification  procedures  during  a  poison 
gas  leak  that  injured  135  people.  But  company  offi¬ 
cials  conceded  that  workers  initially  did  not  think 
the  leak  was  a  problem  and  delayed  notifying  au¬ 
thorities. 

The  chemical  involved  in  Sunday’s  leak,  aldicarb 
oxime,  is  rated  on  a  toxicity  scale  in  the  same  class 
as  methyl  isocyanate,  which  killed  more  than  2,000 
people  after  it  leaked  at  a  Carbide  plant  in  Bhopal, 
India,  according  to  a  company  memo  disclosed  by 
an  aide  to  Rep.  Henry  Waxman,  D-Calif. 

The  company  said  the  rating  includes  chemicals 
of  varying  toxicity,  and  that  it  does  not  consider 
aldicarb  oxime  as  toxic  as  MIC.  Doctors  said  those 
exposed  at  Institute  were  expected  to  recover  fully 
because  of  low  concentrations. 

Carbide  said  it  would  investigate  the  cause  of 
Sunday’s  leak,  while  county  officials  said  they 
would  investigate  the  company’s  emergency  re¬ 
sponse. 

“The  system  didn’t  work,”  said  Charleston 
Mayor  Mike  Roark,  who  joined  mayors  from  St. 
Albans,  Nitro,  Dunbar  and  other  communities  in 
criticizing  the  warning  procedures. 

In  disputing  the  charges,  Carbide  plant  manager 
Hank  Karawan  said  the  plant’s  alarm  was  activated 
within  60  seconds  of  the  discovery  of  the-leak  at  9:24 
a.m. 

Kanawha  County  emergency  officials  were  not 
notified  for  20  minutes  —  until  9:44  a.m.  —  because 
“at  that  time  we  did  not  believe  the  emergency 
would  affect  the  community  because  the  cloud  was 
hovering  over  the  plant,”  said  Karawan. 

He  said  the  community  warning  whistle  at  the 
Institute  fire  station  was  sounded  shortly  before  10 
a.m. 

But  the  Emergency  Broadcast  System’s  first  re¬ 
port  wasn’t  broadcast  until  10:09,  said  Kanawha 


Valley  emergency  services  coordinator  Bill  White. 

By  that  time,  the  stinging,  white  gas  cloud  was 
already  settling  on  Institute,  forcing  the  commun¬ 
ity’s  3,100  residents  to  flee  or  seal  themselves  in¬ 
side  their  homes. 

Thousands  stayed  indoors  for  two  hours,  and 
more  than  300  were  checked  at  an  emergency 
medical  center  set  up  two  miles  away.  More  than 
130  were  treated  at  hospitals  for  burning  eyes, 
noses,  throats  and  lungs,  and  13  remained  hospital¬ 
ized  Monday. 

Doctors  predicted  quick  recovery,  but  Stanley 
Miller,  30,  one  of  six  injured  Carbide  workers,  was 
in  serious  condition  Monday  with  eye  injuries.  The 
rest  were  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Many  of  the  injured  residents  said  their  homes 
were -engulfed  by  fumes  before  they  heard  any 
warning. 

Company  spokesman  Dick  Henderson  said  plant 
workers  promptly  notified  the  emergency  services 
office  and  recommended  a  first-stage  alert,  in 
which  sirens  warn  people  to  go  home,  shut  windows 
and  doors  and  turn  off  air  conditioners. 

Gov.  Arch  Moore,’  a  strong  supporter  of  the  che¬ 
mical  industry,  said  he  is  certain  Carbide  will  be  a 
good  “corporate  citizen”  and  offer  a  full  explana¬ 
tion. 

Company  officials  believe  the  leak  occurred  when 
steam  was  somehow  introduced  into  a  storage  tank 
containing  500  gallons  of  the  pesticide  ingredient, 
but  the  source  of  the  steam  has  not  been  deter¬ 
mined,  Karawan  said. 

Steam  would  have  set  off  a  chemical  reaction 
capable  of  blowing  out  the  three  gaskets  that  failed 
and  allowed  the  substance  to  escape,  Karawan  said. 

Doctors  from  the  emergency  medical  team  that 
treated  injured  residents  Sunday  said  at  a  news 
conference  that  exposure  levels  generally  were 
low,  and  Karawan  insisted  Monday  that  “there  will 
be  no  long-term  health  problems,” 


Holland  returns  home 
satisfied  with  efforts

In  a  retrospective  look  at  his  five-day  trip  to 
Israel,  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  is  satisfied  his 
efforts  have  lessened  the  tension  created  by  con¬ 
struction  of  the  BYU  Study  Abroad  center  in  Jeru¬ 
salem. 

“I  think  the  trip  went  very  well,  although  it  was 
challenging  and  a  lot  of  hard  work  was  involved,” 
said  Holland  in  a  telephone  interview  Monday.  “At 
times  there  was  a  great  deal  of  tension. 

“However,  even  as  we  were  there  we  could  see 
an  immediate  impact  from  our  efforts.  We  didn’t 
change  everyone’s  mind  —  the  ultra-Orthodox 
Jews  are  still  against  us  — but  the  mainstream  of 
Jewish  society  received  the  clarifications  and  reas¬ 
surances  it  needed,”  Holland  said.' 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  BYU’s  Public  Com¬ 
munications,  remains  in  Jerusalem  and  said  there 
were  no  protesters  in  front  of  Mayor  Teddy  Kol- 
leck’s  office  Monday.  Demonstrations  were  a  daily, 
occurrence  during  Holland’s  visit. 

Understanding  reduces  tensions 

Richards  said  the  president  received  in-depth 
coverage  during  his  trip,  and  as  the  purpose  of  the 
center  was  understood,  the  tensions  concerning  its  - 
construction  were  lessened. 

Holland’s  closing  statement  was  carried  by  a 
number  of  television  and  radio  stations  in  Israel, 
Richards  said.  In  the  statement,  Holland  sug¬ 
gested  the  formation  of  a  supervisory  committee  of 
community  leaders  who  would  keep  tabs  on  the 
university’s  activities. 

Ultra-Orthodox  Jewish  groups  have  charged  the 
new  building  would  be  used  as  a  base  for  missionary 
work. 

“The  issue  for  them  (the  ultra-Orthodox  groups) 
was  not  only  the  construction  of  the  building,  but 
that  we  should  not  be  allowed  in  the  country  at  all,” 
Holland  said. 

The  extremists  were  not  the  barometer  of  public 
sentiment  as  a  whole.  Although  the  issue  was  an 


“emotional  theological  confrontation,  most  Israelis 
don’t  know  where  our  students  are.  The  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  center  made  our  presence  in  Israel  more 
visible,  and  then  the  questions  arose.” 

Saints  Alive,  an  anti-LDS  organization,  was  cre¬ 
dited  last  week  with  mounting  a  letter- writing  cam¬ 
paign  against  the  center’s  construction.  However, 
Hoflamf  says  any  effect  the  group  may  have  on 
opinion  in  Israel  is  minimal. 

“The  members  of  Saints  Alive  have  really 
claimed  far  more  credit  than  they  deserve,”  he  said. 
“It  has  been  a  type  of  self-aggrandizement  for 
them. 

“The  center  existed  long  before  they  knew  what 
was  happening,  and  Jews  are  so  used  to  defama¬ 
tion,  of  both  Jewish  and  Christian  people,  that  I 
think  they  are  not  impressed,”  Holland  said. 

U.S.  Jewish  support 

While  most  of  the  response  from  the  U.S.  has 
been  critical,  the  United  Jewish  Council  of  Utah 
sent  a  telegram  Friday  to  Israeli  officials  backing 
the  project’s  construction. 

Despite  the  vocal  Opposition,  Holland  does  not 
foresee  dangerous  conditions  for  future  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  in  Israel. 

“This  is  always  a  concern  —  not  only  in  Israel, 
but  with  all  of  our  students  overseas.  However,  I 
really  don’t  think  there  is  any  problem  in  Israel,” 
Holland  said. 

The  lines  of  communication  will  remain  open  be¬ 
tween  Provo  and  Jerusalem.  “We  will  bend  over 
backward  —  a  spirit  we’ye  already  tried  to  main¬ 
tain  —  to  assure  the  people  of  our  intentions  in 
Israel,”  Holland  said. 

While  the  president  noted  BYU  has  been 
afforded  no  favors  from  the  Jerusalem  mayor’s 
office,  he  was  grateful  for  the  help  Kolleck  has 
offered.  “We  have  done  everything  possible  and 
have  meticulously  gone  through  every  step  neces¬ 
sary,  but  Mayor  Kolleck  has  been  terrifically  help¬ 
ful,”  Holland  said. 

“We  feel  the  center  will  add  beauty  and  academic 
life  to  Jerusalem,”  Holland  concluded.

Embassy  spokesman  Paul  K.  Coet- 
zee  said  Beukes,  who  has  not  yet  been 
formally  received  by  President 
Reagan,  went  home  to  help  prepare 
for  last  week’s  meeting  in  Austria 
with  -senior  American  officials. 

A  researcher  at  the  South  African 
Institute  of  Race  Relations,  which 
counts  the  toll  of  the  violence,  put  the 
fatalities  at  594  following  a  week  of 
riots  in  Durban  that  left  67  dead,  and 
before  police  reported  six  more 
deaths  Monday.  Police  have  not  given 
a  total  fatality  count; 

The  1976  riots  started  in  Soweto  on 
June  16  and  and  575  had  been  killed 
when  they  ended  in  February  1977, 
according  to  a  government  report.

Kenneth  Wilding  of  Provo,  was  reported  in  good 
condition  when  a  volunteer  searcher  found  her  at 
7:32  a.m.  Sunday  about  three  miles  from  her  fami¬ 
ly’s  camp. 

“She  was  cold  and  scared,”  said  Teton  County

Cougar  assistant  coach  Dick  Felt  said  all  the 
freshmen  can  continue  to  practice  with  the  team 
indefinitely.

Competing  against  a  handful  of  talented 
athletes  for  the  starting  position  as  kicker 
for  the  BYU  varsity  football  team  is  just 
another  obstacle  for  6-foot-2,  185-pound 
sophomore  Chris  Germann  to  try  to 
hurdle. 

Though  the  odds  may  be  against  him, 
and  though  he  has  been  hindered  by  in¬ 
juries  and  setbacks,  Germann  continues 
his  quest  for  success. 

He  was  an  all-around  athlete  at  Lenape 
High  School  in  Medford,  N.J.  He  lettered 
in  football,  basketball  and  baseball  and 
was  an  all-county  kicker  and  honorable 
mention  all-county  quarterback. 

He  kicked  field  goals  of  46  and  43  yards 
and  has  kicked  60-yard  field  goals  in  prac¬ 
tice.  Germann  was  recruited  by  West 
Point,  Navy,  and  Princeton,  but  turned 
them  down  and  decided  to  walk-on  at 
BYU. 

“I  knew  if  I  accepted  the  scholarships 
made  by  the  other  schools  I  wouldn’t  have

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been  able  to  go  on  a  mission'.  I’ve  lived 
outside  of  Utah  my  whole  life  and  I  wanted 
to  come  to  BYU,”  he  said. 

Germann’s  decision  to  play  football  at 
BYU  was  met  with  skepticism  by  his 
father  and  some  of  his  friends.  “It  was 
hard  for  them  to  understand  because 
everyone  back  east  wants  to  play  for  the 
military  schools,  but  I’ve  always  wanted 
to  come  to  an  LDS  school,”  he  said. 

Germann  packed  his  bags  and  headed 
for  Provo.  His  freshman  year  he  walked  on 
as  a  kicker  but  was  switched  to  wide  re¬ 
ceiver  for  the  junior- varsity  team. 

After  the  season  was  over  he  served  a 
mission  to  Argentina  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

When  he  returned  he  continued  as  a 
wide  receiver  but  wasn’t  in  as  good  condi¬ 
tion  as  he  would  have  liked.  “I  didn’t  do  too 
well,”  he  said.  He  worked  at  the  wide- 
receiver  position  that  fall. 

The  following  year  he  sprained  his  ankle 
and  played  on  the  JV  team.  He  was 
switched  to  quarterback  with  only  a  week 
and  a  half  to  learn  the  position. 


One  afternoon  at  practice  he  was  work¬ 
ing  with  the  receivers,  went  out  for  a  pass, 
caught  the  ball,  fell  to  the  ground  and 
separated  his  shoulder. 

“After  that  happened,  I  turned  in  my 
equipment  and  told  them  to  keep  it.  I 
thought  it  was  all  a  waste  of  time  because 
of  my  injuries,”  he  said. 

He  went  to  head  coach  LaVell  Edwards 
and  asked  him  for  advice.  “Coach  Ed¬ 
wards  said  there  might  be  a  kicking  spot 
opening  up.  Since  I  had  kicked  in  high 
school  I  decided  to  give  it  a  try.  I  just 
wanted  to  play  for  the  team,”  he  said. 

As  soon  as  his  shoulder  began  to  heal  he 
started  kicking  on  his  own  and  continued 
throughout  the  winter. 

His  main  competition  is  Gary  Webster, 
a  senior  on  a  scholarship  from  Yakima, 
Wash. 

Webster  attended  Ricks  College  for  two 
years. ;At  Ricks  he  was  a  two-year  Junior 
College  All-America,  two-time  All-ICAC 
first  team,  Ricks '  College  Athlete  of  the

Is  of  the  partnership  interests,  but  pro¬ 
secutors  said  Gatto  did  not  own  the  mine  and  that  it 
had  been  abandoned  for  many  years. 

U.S.  District  Judge  David  K:  Winder  ordered 
Gatto,  51,  to  serve  eight  years  for  interstate  trans¬ 
portion  of  a  California  woman  in  furtherance  of  a 
scheme  to  defraud.  The  judge  suspended  a  five- 
year  concurrent  sentence  for  securities  fraud  and 
imposed  five  years  probation. 

“I  must  respectfully  tell  you  I  think  you  are  a 
danger  to  the  community,”  Winder  told  Gatto. 

Gatto,  who  acted  as  his  own  attorney,  said  he  felt 
he  had  been  treated  unfairly  and  would  appeal  the 
sentence.  “I  never  had  any  intent  to  defraud,”  he 
said. 

Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Richard  Lambert  said 
Gatto’s  sentencing  marked  “a  kind  of  culmination  of 
some  major  fraud  this  state  has  seen  in  the  past  five 
years.  “It’s  not  the  end  of  fraud  in  Utah,  but  it 
marks  the  conclusion  of  an  economic  crime  spree  by 
well-known  con  men  who  now  have  been  brought,  to 
justice.”  he  said. 

Gatto  pleaded  guilty  on  June  3  to  two  of  48  counts 
of  fraud  in  exchange  for  a  promise  from  federal 
prosecutors  that  they  would  drop  the  remaining  46 
counts  and  recommend  only  probation  on  the 
second  count.  However,  Gatto  later  attempted  to 
withdraw  his  guilty  plea,  claiming  Utah  prosecu¬ 
tors  tricked  him  into  entering  into  the  plea-bargain 
agreement  by  failing  to  inform  him  fraud  charges 
pending  in  Sacramento,  Calif.,  would  be  rein¬ 
stated.

Drunk  driving  deaths: 
Norma  Phillips  is  MADD 


Guest  artist  keeps  students  on  feet

Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  first  story  in  a 
two-part  series  about  the  Mothers  Aga  inst 
Drunk  Driving  organization  (MADD). 
This  month  MADD  is  starting  a  nation¬ 
wide  drive  to  raise  funds  and  open  new 
.chapters  of  its  organization.  On  Thursday 
there  will  be  a  benefit  concert  to  raise 
funds  for  a  Utah  chapter  of  MADD. 

It  had  only  been  a  few  hours  since  he  and 
his  girlfriend  had  sat  around  the  family 
table,  laughing,  eating  an  extra  slice  of 
pumpkin  pie  and  enjoying  Thanksgiving 
festivities. 

They  left  for  a  weekend  in  the  sand 
dunes  with  some  friends  —  against  the 
warning  of  his  mother.  She,  furrowing  her 
brow,  had  told  them,  “Maybe  you  should 
wait  until  the  morning.  There  are  bound  to 
be  a  lot  of  drunk  drivers  out  tonight.” 

She  would  later  remember  how  odd 
those  words  had  sounded  in  her  mouth; 
she  never  warned  her  son  about  things  like 
that,  but  for  some  reason,  she  had  felt  the 
need  to  say  something  to  him. 

Mother’s  warning  ignored 

Apparently  Dean  wasn’t  used  to  such 
motherly  concern  either.  After  all,  he  was 
24  years  old.  He  didn’t  drive  recklessly 
and  never  mixed  drinking  and  driving.  Be¬ 
sides,  his  friends  were  car  caravaning  with 
them.  So  what  was  the  big  deal?  He  shrug¬ 
ged  off  his  mother’s  advice  and  he  imd  his 
girlfriend  Letica  Crosthwaite  left  for  the 
dunes. 

At  1:30  a.m.  while  driving  down  high¬ 
way  78  to  Warner  Springs,  Thanksgiving 
ended  for  Dean  and  Letica.  A  drunk  driver 
collided  head  on  with  their  pickup  truck, 
instantly  killing  them. 

His  friends  rushed  to  the  mangled  vehi¬ 
cles.  They  knew  the  couple,  wag  dead.  The 
drunk  driver  was  alive  enough,  though. 
He  was  shouting  obscenities  from  his 
smashed  up  Rolls-Royce. 

Prophecy  comes  to  pass 

The  friends  phoned  Norma  Phillips,  the 


mother  who  only  a  few  hours  before  had 
prophesied  of  the  doom.  This  was  her  first 
experience  with  handling  a  death  caused 
by  drunk  driving.  It  was  not  to  be  her  last. 

After  the  traumatic  experience  of  losing 
her  son,  Phillips  has  helped  some  250  San 
Diego  families  recover  from  similar 
tragedies. 

Three  years  ago  Phillips  founded  the 
San  Diego  chapter  of  Mothers  Against 
Drunk  Driving.  She  was  so  capable  within 
her  foundation  that  just  recently  she  was 
selected  to  be  the  national  chairwoman  for 
MADD. 

“MADD  is  trying  to  proj  ect  a  whole  new 
way  of  looking  at  drunk  driving,”  she  said. 
According  to  Phillips,  people  just  don’t 
know  much  about  the  frequency  of  drunk 
driving. 

Even  our  vocabulary  for  referring  to 
drunk  driving  crashes  is  incorrect,  Phillips 
said.  “People  refer  to  these  killings  as 
‘accidents.’  They  are  not  accidents  at  all. 
They  are  killings  or  crashes,  but  certainly 
not  accidents.” 

False  sense  of  security 

Another  problem  with  drunk  driving  is 
that  people  never  think  they  or  anyone 
they  know  will  be  harmed,  according  to 
Phillips.  “I  wish  I  would  have  gotten  in¬ 
volved  in  this  fight  before  I  lost  my  son, 
but  like  most  people,  I  just  didn’t  think  I’d 
be  touched  by  it.” 

Phillips  suggests  interested  citizens  be¬ 
come  involved  in  MADD  before  they  are 
affected  by  a  drunk  driving  death.  “I  don’t 
want  any  other  mother  to  go  through  what 
I’ve  been  through,”  she  said. 

But  too  many  people  are  having  to  suf¬ 
fer  the  deaths  of  family  and  friends.  The 
following  information  gathered  by  the 
National  Institute  •  on  Alcohol  Abuse  and 
Alcoholism,  Division  of  Prevention  should 
shake  up  some  people  who  don’t  know  the 
far-reaching  impact  of  drunk  driving: 

•250,000  Americans  have  lost  their  lives 
in  alcohol-related  auto  crashes  in  the  last 
10  years 


•26,000  people  are  killed  in  such  inci¬ 
dents  each  year 

•70  people  die  each  day  from  drunk  driv¬ 
ing  crashes 

•Someone  dies  every  23  minutes  in  an 
alcohol-related  collision 

•On  the  average  weekend  night,  one  out 
of  every  10  drivers  is  legally  drunk 

•One  in  every  two  Americans  will  be 
involved  in  alcohol-related  automobile 
crashes 

•More  ,  than  one  million  Americans  will 
be  crippled  or  suffer  serious  injuries  this 
year  as  a  result  of  alcohol  collisions 

These  statistics  are  not  the  only  fright¬ 
ening  ones.  Another  dangerous  aspect  of 
the  problem  is  arresting  and  then  pro¬ 
secuting  these  dangerous  drunk  drivers, 
Phillips  said. 

She  said  only  one  out  of  2,000  drunk 
drivers  will  be  arrested  for  driving  while 
intoxicated.  The  chances,  therefore,  of 
catching  drunk  drivers  before  they  do  se¬ 
rious  damage  to  human  lives  is  rare.  . 

MADD  monitors  courts 

As  a  result  of  what  they  consider 
placebo  sentences  for  drunk  drivers, 
MADD  members  spend  about  20  percent 
of  their  time  monitoring  court  cases  and 
lobbying.  They  hope  to  inform  citizens  ab¬ 
out  the  leniency  of  some  judges  in  enforc¬ 
ing  drunk  driving  penalties.  They  also 
want  more  stringent  legislation  passed  for 
offenders. 

Sept.  5  will  he  the  fifth  anniversary  of 
the  Organization.  Symbolically,  it  is  a  sig¬ 
nificant  day.  It  would  have  been  the  19th 
birthday  of  the  late  Carrie  Lightener 
whose  mother,  Candy,  started  the  MADD 
organization  after  Carrie  was  killed  by  a 
drunk  driver,  Most  ironically,  Sept.  5 
marks  the  opening  day  of  arguments  in  a 
court  case  involving  the  same  man  who 
killed  Carrie  and  who  recently  was  in¬ 
volved  in  another  fatal  alcohol-related 
crash  while  driving  drunk  only  a  few 
blocks  from  the  Lighterier’s  home. 


Guest  artist  Cliff  Reuter,  a  modern  dance  spe¬ 
cialist  from  California,  keeps  BYU  students  on 
their  feet. 

Reuter  is  teaching  classes  at  the  Modern  Dance 
Workshop  now  in  session  on  campus.  Although  he 
has  taught  at  many  universities,  this  is  the  first 
time  he  has  taught  at  BYU. 

After  Reuter  graduated  from  San  Francisco 
State  College,  he  moved  to  New  York  where  he 
worked  with  10  major  dance  companies. 

Reuter  has  traveled  throughout  the  U.S.,  Cana¬ 
da  and  Europe  with  the  Paul  Taylor  Dance  Com¬ 
pany.  In  1969  he  created  his  own  company,  the  Cliff 
Reuter  Company. 


Reuter  became  interested  in  dance  because  of  his 
love  for  music,  literature,  art  and  the  physicality  of 
dancing.  “In  high  school  I  played  basketball,  base¬ 
ball,  tennis,  and  swam,  but  dancing  lets  me  com¬ 
bine  the  physicality  of  athletics  and  art.” 

Reuter  has  also  formed  a  second  dance  company, 
The  New  Dance  Company,  and  he  is  currently  co¬ 
director  for  the  Pacific  Dance  Theater  in  California. 
He  creates  original  ballets  that  have  been  per¬ 
formed  in  Israel,  France,  London  and  England. 

Reuter  said  he  enjoys  the  atmosphere  at  BYU 
and  wouldn’t  be  against  coming  back  again  to  teach. 

“I  love  them,”  Reuter  said,  referring  to  BYU 
students.

Lead  singer  Simon  le  Bon  of  the  pop 
group  Duran  Duran  spent  20  minutes 
trapped  underwater  with  five  crew¬ 
men  after  his  yacht  capsized  Sunday 
during  the  final  race  of  the  Admiral’s 
Cup  series. 

A  Royal  Navy  helicopter  rescued 
all  24  people  aboard  the  yacht  after  a 
diver  freed  the  six  who  where  trap¬ 
ped  under  the  vessel  in  an  air  pocket. 

“I  am  very  lucky  to  be  alive,”  said 
the  British  le  Bon,  26.  “It  was  very

frightening.  One  minute  everything 
was  fine,  we  were  going  beautifully. 
The  next  we  were  going  over.” 

The  six  men  inside  the  hull  were 
trapped  in  an  air  pocket,  while  the  18 
others  managed  to  get  free. 

The  emergency  breathing  equip¬ 
ment  the  diver  used  malfunctioned, 
and  the  six  yachtsmen  had  to  hold 
their  breath  while  Petty  Officer  Lar¬ 
ry  Slater  led  them  to  the  surface. 

Officials  said  none  of  the  yachtsmen 
were  injured.
